The 50, O00 J. was to be paid by 4o,coo J. in Money, and the remaining 
10,000 J. by 1000 J. South Sea Stock at 1000 J. per Cent, which was the then

Sir John having at the Time of the ſaid Contract ſold but little (if any) of 


his Stock, and being willing to take his own 'Time to ſell it, to raiſe ſaid Pur- 
chaſe Money, was not willing to agree to pay the fame preſently, which hap- 
pened to ſuit well with Mr. Ward's Circumſtances, with Reſpect particularly to 


the Wapping Eſtate, which was then in Mortgage to the Duke of Bucks for 


14, 000 J. and the Times for Payment not being expired, and the Dake and 
Ward not being on good Terms together, Ward was jealous the Duke would 


not take his Money before it was due, eſpecially if he found it any Convenience 
or Advantage to Hard to pay it ſooner, as it afterwards happen. 
Soc that it was in ſaid Contract agreed between Sir Joh» and Ward, That 
Hard ſhould have till Midſummer, 1721. to perfect the Conve yances: And that 


Sir John ſhould pay him 20,000 J. Part of the Purchaſe Money, viz. 12, 000 J. 

. Eſtate, and $000 J. in Part for the Greys-lun Laue 
Eſtate, on the Firſt of November, 1720. And the Remainder ot the Purchaſe 
Money for each Eſtate upon Executing the Conveyances thereof reſpectively. 


Accordingly Sir John paid Ward the 20,0007. and took a Receipt for it on 1 November, 1720.

and Ward was then paid out of ſaid Depoſits in Mr. Crop's Hands, and by South 
Sea Stock furniſhed by Sir Ychα, all the Reſidue of the Purchate Money for 
that Eſtate, except 3500 J. which then remained due on ſaid Mortgage to the 


Duke, and which his Exccutors refuſed to take and aſſign the Mortgage other- 
wiſe than ſubject to certain Articles, which Sir John's Counccl adviſed him not 


to accept: So the 3500. remained depoſited in Mr. Crop's Hands, till the [Dute's 
Exccutors could be brought to take it, and make a duc Aſſignment of the 


Mortgage, diſcharged of the ſaid Articles, which J/ard covenanted to procurc 
in a limited Time. OE 


Ward having obtained a Decree in Chancery, to compell the Duke's Exccutors December, 1723 


to take the 3 500 J. and Intereſt, and to aſſign the Mortgage, diſcharged of the 
Articles: They aſſigned the ſame accordingly to Mr. Crop, by Direction of 
Ward, and then Mr. Crop paid them the 3500/7. and Intereſt out ol faid Depoſits 


in his Hands. 


Sir John, in his Inventory and ſubſequent Account, gave a particular Account 
of all theſe Tranſactions, and delivered up ſaid Purchaſe Decds, with his other 


Deeds and Writings, to the Truſtees; purſuant to the Act of Parliament tor 


that Purpoſe, .
